This plant was introduced into 


England through ^the 'French settlers in 
Canada about aOOVeara ago. TheFrench 
found the tubers "among the Indians, or 
they may have. dug..them. from the wild 
plantations aloag the streams in what 
were then the Western Territories, but 
just 'who obtained the tubers'and first 
sent them to 'Europe is not now positive- 
Iy:known. It' is known, however, that 
artichoke is a native of this country, and 
the wild beds can at .this day be found 
all through the Mississippi valley, from 
Galveston, Texas, northward'to ^Dakota. 
Its' hardy nature shows that it was origin-

The name Jerusalem appears to have 
been derived from the- Italian name, 
Qira&ole—i. e., to turii with the sun, as 
the floivera were supposed to do, and as 
is -still claimed for the common' annual 
sunflower, . The English gardeners, bear- 
ing this name Girasolc given the plant, 
readily construed it into Jerusalem; 
hence the name which has been applied 
to this American tuber for nearly two 
centuries, although long after its first 
introduction into English cardens-it was 
called'_Canada potato, a far more appro- 
priate name than the one applied to it 
since. , Some, author, whose nnme we 
have failed to discover, soon after it re- 
ceived the name of Jerusalem artichoie, 
stated that it was a native of Brazil, and- 
frorn that time down to. the present 
nearly every encyclopedia of plants and 
gardeners' dictionary,— in fact, .ill the 
great encyclopedias of useful knowledge 
which we have had occasion to consult — 
repeat the error, although it is well 
known that no botanist or traveler ever 
found this artichoke growing wild in 
Brazil or any part of South America. 
Any one, however, who will take the 
trouble to consult the English authors of 
works on gardening, who wrote early in 
the seventeenth ceutury, will find that 
this plant was called Cauada potato, 
'because it was first sent to Europe from 
Canada. Jerusalem, Brazilian, and sim- 
ilar erroueous_pames. when applied to 
this tuber are very confusing to persons 
who do not happen to know its history 
and native country. — N. Y. Sim.

The Man Who Spits is a liberal crea- 


ture, but unlovely in his liberality. That 
.which he has to dispense he sheds"around 
with generous profusion, regardless of 
time, place or the presence of company. 
In the physical economy of most men 
the liver is the largest gland in the body. 
But to observe the habits of the Man 
Who Spits is to .gather the idea that his 
salivary glands must be at least five times 
as large as his liver and fifty times aa 
active.

.his wretched tank shall be fulfilled.

best;-it is an ugly habit. At the worst, 
he runs the. risk of spitting out most of 
his vitality, and becoming not only an 
unsavorv object, but a miserable dyspep-
